Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens and Tax-payers of Bethlehem: 


The annual report of the town officials is submitted this year 
in a new form as required by the State Tax Commission who 
are requiring all towns to use a uniform system of accounting. 

“ The report shows plainly the financial condition of the town 
and how the moneys have been used, but we would call atten- 
tion to several items of:expense for which there were no ap- 
propriations. 

In the spring of 1915 the river road below Alderbrook was 
filled with ice and it cost $185.50 to clear it out. 

It cost $292.37 to build a bank wall where the river was 
washing out the road opposite Louis Goulette’s house near 
Bethlehem Junction. 

We had to pay $956.46 more than was appropriated on the 
Trunk Line joint fund. 

The town voted last spring to build a sidewalk on the Junc- 
tion bridge and it was thought best to build a substantial iron 
one rather than a wooden one and it has been done at an ex- 
pense of $624.32. 

By vote of the town we have laid out the Trudeau road for 
which we have paid $1000 cash and given notes for $1500. 

New sidewalks costing $972 were built to accommodate new 
buildings that add to the taxable property of the town. 

In all there has been expended by the Selectmen and High- 
way Agents on highways, sidewalks, and bridges about $13,- 
500 with an appropriation of only $7600. 

The extra expense on the Trunk Line was due largely to re- 
surfacing the macadam through the Main street which will 
probably not have to be done again for some time. 

The sidewalks are all in good repair and will last several 
years but it will be necessary to build some every year to ac- 
commodate the new residences that are being built.

Superintendent’s Report 


Members of Bethlehem School Board: 


The following report of conditions in your schools is re 
spectfully submitted : 


During the year the West Hill school house has been 
greatly improved by giving it a new floor, new seats, one more 
window and other repairs. The next place to receive attention 
should be the Hollow, either by remodeling the present build- 
ing or putting a new one near Wing Road. Bethlehem is a 
comparatively wealthy town and can well afford the best for 
her schools. Indeed, the town is so rich that it failed to re- 
ceive state aid for certified teachers, having a little more than 
$10,000 per pupil of average attendance. The law places the 
limit at $9,500. The figures are not at hand for absolute 
proof, but it is probable that a little greater care in sending 
children to school would have brought the town several hun- 
dred dollars. 

Eighty-three children were registered in all the schools 
during the fall, 26 at the Hollow, 23 at Piercebridge, 20 at 
West Hill, and 14 at Gilmanton Hill. The average member- 
ship was 80 and the average attendance 76 3-4, making a per 
cent of 95 1-2. There were 35 tardy marks, 2 at the Hollow, 
3 at Piercebridge and 6 at West Hill. There were 103 visits 
by parents and others, besides school board and superinten- 
dent, ranging from 40 at the Hollow to 11 at Gilmanton 
Hill. Forty-seven children were not absent or tardy during 
the term. 

The work done in your schools continues to be of excellent 
quality. Taking tests, which were given independently of the 
teachers and were as free as possible from the chance of error, 
in personal judgment, and using the averages obtained in the 
Littleton village schools as a measure, your schools ended 
last school year with a standing of 97 1-2 per cent. Assum- 
ing that the village schools are good, this is a most excellent 
showing. Under existing conditions we can expect a rural 
school to rise above the standard only occasionally. That 
has happened at Piercebridge. For a number of rural schools 
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to average so high is worthy of note. Pupils enter high school 
directly from your schools without examination and are notice- 
ably successful in scholarship and general standing.
